DETAILED ACTION 
Allowable Subject Matter 

1 . Claims 1 . 6-1 0, 1 8-25, 27, 28, 30-37, 39-43 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art 
fails to disclose or render obvious the claimed combination including: A first emergency 
equipment station comprising: a portable defibrillator; a portable fire extinguisher with a 
fire extinguisher gauge; a detector for detection of access to a removal of the 
defibrillator or portable fire extinguisher from an installed position; a detector for 
detection of the presence of an obstruction to viewing of or access to the portable 
defibrillator or portable fire extinguisher, wherein the detector includes a sonar module; 
and circuitry for transmitting a signal to a remote station upon detection of one or more 
selectable predetermined conditions including predetermined internal conditions and 
predetermined external conditions, wherein the predetermined external conditions 
include removal of the portable fire extinguisher, and wherein a communication between 
the detector and the remote station includes a second emergency equipment station in 
a system of emergency equipment stations configured to pass signals between at least 
the first emergency equipment station and the remote station.
